The Queen acknowledges King Auguftus as law- 
ful King of Poland, and promifes not to own any 
other King after his Majefty’s Death, but him 
who fhall be eleéted by the States of the Republick. 
4. The Queen ot Sweden will take Care at the 
Negotiations for a General Peace, to procure to 
King Stantilaus a competent Subfiftance. 5. Thefe 
Conditions fhall fubfitt and be inviolably obferved 
ov'both Sides, though no General Peace fhould be 
concluded. 6. A Treaty of General Peace fhall be 
fettled by the Mediation of the Emperour, the 
Kings of Great Britiain and France ; and the Trea- 
ty of Oliva confirmed therein in all ite Pointe.
